There are two types of Hamzah in the Quran. They 
have different forms and rules. 

A) Hamza-tul Qata' (,) 

Definition: 

The letter Hamzah appears in many different forms in 
the Arabic language, but it is pronounced according to 
the Harakah above or below the Hamza.

Hamza-tul Qata' can either be at the beginning, or in 
the middle, or at the end of a word.

Note: 

The Alif and Hamzah are 2 different letters. For Uthmani script, the 
letter Alif will never have Harakah whilst for Indo Pak script, the 
letter Alif may have Harakahs. In the latter case, the Alif is 
pronounced as Hamzah.

B) Hamza-tul Wasl (!) 


Definition: Hamzah-tul Wasl is pronounced when 
starting the words, and dropped when continuing. 

Hamzah-tul Wasl appears only at the beginning of a 
word. It has a little saad written on top of Alif (). If the 
reciter starts reciting from a word that begins with 
Hamza-tul Wasl, then it should be pronounced with 
Harakah. However, it is not pronounced when joining 
the word that starts with Hamzah-tul Wasl with the 
previous word. 

Hamzah-tul Wasl can be oronounced with i) Fathah.

Hamza-tul Qata'

It can either be at the 
beginning, or in the middle, 
or at the end of a word.

B) Hamza-tul Qata' Precedes Hamza-tul Wasl 
(Questioning Hamzah). 

Hamza-tul Wasl will have two rulings in three nouns that 
occur in the Quran: 

1- Hamza-tul Wasl will change to an Alif Madd and will 
be prolonged 6 Harakas as it is followed by a Saakin 
letter. 

2- Tasheel will be done on Hamza-tul Wasl. Tasheel 
means pronouncing Hamza-tul Wasl as a sound which is 
neither Hamza nor Alif Madd, but a sound in between.

A) The Rules of Two Saakin Letters Meeting Together in 
One Word 

In case of stopping: 

The two Saakin letters will meet in case of stopping 
only. 

1 - The first Saakin is a letter of Madd 

Examples: - jl^Sl 

Ruling: The reciter can prolong the Madd letter 2 or 4 or 
6 Harakah's. When joining these words to the next 
word, natural Madd is pronounced. 

2- The first Saakin is a letter of Leen 

Examples: 

Ruling: The reciter can prolong the Leen letter 2 or 4 or 
6 Harakah's. When joining these words to the next 
word, the letter of Leen is pronounced. 

3- The first Saakin is neither a letter of Madd nor a letter 
of Leen 

Examples: - Jj$I 

Ruling: The Saakin letter will be pronounced the same 
way as when continuing recitation.

In case of stopping and continuing recitation: 

The two Saakin letters will meet in case of stopping and 

continuing recitation.

It is the possessive pronoun that indicates a singular 
male in the third person. This is extra and not part of 
the original makeup of the word. Further, it is always 
found at the end of words. 

The possessive pronoun iiisJi iii will have Dhammah 
unless it is preceded by a letter that has Kasrah or ,u. In 
these cases it will be pronounced with a Kasrah. 

There are four different positions of the possessive 
pronoun within a word. 

1- The possessive pronoun is situated between two 
letters that have Harakas.

It is impossible for the reciter to recite any Surah in one 
breath; therefore, it is essential that the reciter learn the 
appropriate positions where they could stop their 
recitation, and where they could resume it. 

Definition: Cutting off the sound at the end of a word in 
the Quran for a limited period for breathing, with the 
intention of resuming recitation. Stopping is permissible 
at the end or in the middle of an Ayah, but it is not 
permissible in the middle of a word. 

There are four types of stops: 

a) The Compelled Stop - uS^Ji 

b) The Test Stop 

c) The Comprehensive Stop - 

d) The Optional Stop 

A) The Compelled Stop 

Definition: This is the cutting of the sound at the end of 
a word in the Quran for a compelled reason such as 
shortness of breath, crying, sneezing or coughing. This 
may prevent the reciter from stopping on a word that 
conveys a sound or complete meaning. 
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Stopping and Starting Recitation 


Ruling: It is permissible for the reciter to stop at the end 
of any word in the Quran for a compelled reason, even 
if the meaning is not complete. However, they must 
resume the recitation from a word that conveys a sound 
and complete meaning. This may require that the reciter 
repeats some words to achieve that. 

B) The Test Stop 

Definition: This is when a student is asked to stop when 
being tested by the teacher. 

Ruling: It is permissible for the reciter to stop on any 
word in the Quran when being examined for their 
knowledge of Tajweed rules, even if the meaning is not 
complete. However, they must resume the recitation 
from a word that conveys a sound and complete 
meaning. This may require that the reciter repeats some 
words to achieve that. 

Example:

C) The Comprehensive Stop - gjU^i Ja^ii 

Definition: This is stopping the recitation on a word 
which has more than one way of reciting, to apply a 
ruling related to a particular word and recite the certain 
ways of pronunciation of this word. 


Ruling: It is permissible for the reciter to stop on any 
word in the Quran to apply a ruling related to a certain 
word and recite the certain ways of pronunciation of this 
word. However, they must resume the recitation from a 
word that conveys a sound and complete meaning. This 
may require the reciter to repeat some words..

D) The Optional Stop 


Definition: It is a decision made by the reciter to stop at 
the end of a word. The reciter must choose to stop on a 
word that conveys a sound meaning. 

There are four types of the optional stop 

1- The Complete Stop ^iSji JI^ji 

2- The Sufficient Stop jisJi Jl^ji 

3- The Good Stop 

4- The Repulsive Stop 
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Stopping and Starting Recitation 


1- The Complete Stop fiiii JIjji 

Definition: It is stopping at the end of a word that 
conveys a sound and complete meaning and is not 
attached to what follows in meaning or in grammatical 
expression. 

The Complete Stop p&i Jii^i occurs in the following cases: 

1- At the end of an Ayah. 

2- After the completion of a subject such as speaking 
about the heaven and the hell. 

3- After the completion of a story such as the story of 
prophet Musa (pbup). 

4- At the end of a word within an Ayah where the word 
conveys a sound and complete meaning and is not 
attached to what follows in meaning or in grammar. 
Ruling: It is preferable for the reciter to stop at this 
position as it gives a good meaning, and it is permissible 
to resume the recitation from what follows without the 
need to repeat some words. 

Examples:

conveys a sound and complete meaning, and is 
attached to what follows in meaning but not 
grammatically. 

The complete stop <|&ji JI^ji occurs in the following 
cases: 

1- At the end of an Ayah. 

2- At the end of a word within an Ayah, where the word 
conveys a sound and a complete meaning and is 
attached to what follows grammatically. 
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Stopping and Starting Recitation 


Ruling: It is permissible for the reciter to stop at this 
position as it gives a good meaning. It is also 
permissible to resume the recitation from what follows 
without the need to repeat some words.

Definition: It is stopping at the end of a word that 
conveys a sound meaning, and is linked to what follows 
both in meaning and in grammar. 

The Good Stop JI^Ji occurs in the following cases: 

1- At the end of an Ayah. Note that it is Sunnah to stop 
at the end of each Ayah. 

2- At the end of a word within an Ayah where the word 
is attached to what follows in meaning and in grammar 
but the meaning is not repulsive. 

Ruling: It is permissible for the reciter to stop on any 
word in the Quran as long as the meaning is not 
repulsive. However, they must resume the recitation 
from a word that conveys a sound and complete 
meaning. This may require that the reciter repeats some 
words.

4- The Repulsive Stop 

Definition: It is stopping at the end of a word that does 
not convey a complete and sound meaning as it is 
strongly linked to what follows it in the meaning and the 
grammatical rules. 
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Stopping and Starting Recitation 


The Repulsive Stop ^JOi JI$ji occurs in the following 
cases within an Ayah: 

1- Stopping on a word that conveys an incomplete 
meaning. 

2- Stopping on a word that conveys a meaning that is in 
contrast to what is intended. 

3- Stopping on a word that conveys a meaning that is 
inappropriate to Allah (SWT). 

Ruling: It is not permissible for the reciter to stop on a 
word in the Quran if the meaning is repulsive. It is 
considered a sin if the reciter intentionally applies a 
repulsive stop, but not a sin if done by mistake. 
However, the reciter must resume the recitation from a 
word that conveys a sound and complete meaning. This 
may necessitate the reciter to repeat some words.
